I am now even more of that 
opinion since I have heard of 
various of our finest birds hav- 
ing been found dead on Main 
street and other town roads on 
which spraying has been done. 

One of these birds, a Baltimore 
Oriole, was taken to Mr. Nelson, 
the taxidermist at Winchester, 
who under state law has to in- 
quire into the circumstances 
surrounding the finding of pro- 
tected birds and examine those 
given to him for mounting. The 
verdict was: poisoning from 
lead arsenate. 

It seems to me that the very 
cursory spraying, which at best 
reaches only the outer leaves of 
the’ trees, has as its major effect 
the killing off of those birds, 
which, like the oriole, are in the 
habit of feeding on these outer 
leaves. 

Of course, a cynic might com- 
ment that that proves the effici- 
ency of the spraying done, for, 
efter all the bird must have got- 
ton its dose of poison somewhere 
eet to me it seems as if a fam- 
ity of orioles with the voracious 
appetite of their young might be 
more effective, especially since 
the orlole is one of the few birds 
that feed on the tenl caterpillar. 

And, lastly, isn’t it perhaps 
onty high-pressure salesmanship 
on the per! of the spraying con- 
cerns that iries to inform us that 
it’s better to kiN bugs and birds 
WRh poison, eather than to let 

peture take its course and allow 
the birds to inultiply and het 
them do the killing’
